A. Digital Prepress: Representatives from the Bedford Computer 
Corporation visited PtjPD on Wednesday, 16 February. They gave a slide 
presentation and discussed the Bedford page makeup system and associated 
digital prepress components . Although Bedford is addressing virtually 
all elements of P$PD's proposed digital prepress system, their development 
timeframe does not conform to PSPD's desired implementation schedule. 

B. Laser Platemaker: The contractor who performed the site preparation 
for the laser platemaker is installing the new electrical connections be- 
tween the transformer and the laser platemaker. Monday, 28 February, is 
the tentative date EOCOM will send a technician to P$PD to start up the 
laser platemaker using the new transformer. 

C. Video Disc Presentation: A representative from 3M Company con- 
tacted P£jPD about giving a presentation to Agency representatives on his 
company’s video disc production system.
